The intense excitement that has pervaded the
city for the pust two days was greatly inoressed
this morning by the astounding intelligence tha
the flend who committed the bloody deed had
been arrested while on his way out Market
street, near Twenty-third. Ile was brought im,
mediately (o the Central Btation, where immense
crowds gathered {o discuss the particulars, and,
if possaible, to catch a glimpse of the eriminal.

A large force of the police were Immodiately
put on duty, and no ope was permitted to enter
the room except the ofiicers and the representa-
tives of the press. Chiel Franklin procoeded to
make a searching Inquiry into the recent where-
abouts of the acouged, first mueking the state
ment {hat he had the legnl right lo decline
answering any guestious that might be asked
bim.

The neighborhood of Fifth and Chesnut wes
crowded with excited persons gathered together
in knols, each one stating his theory i con.
nection with the matter, Members of the Re-
serve Corps of Police were in attendance to stop
any Indications of popular indignation, At one
time the rage of the crowd was at fever heat,
and i they could have got possession of the
wretch the probabilities are that an execuation
would have been extemponzed; but better coun-
sels prevailed, and ull seemed satlstled that the
leg#l courde was the best.

The horrible particulass of the gigantio erime
are sofresh in the miuds of M newspuper read.
ers, thatitis not to be wondered at that the
foelings of the crowd were inflamed, and we
regard 1t sa highly ereditable toour oltisens that
no outbresk ocourred, 1t is proper to say that
the deteotives of Philadelphin bave been inces-
sant in tholr efforts to ferret out the particalars
of the crime. Members-of the force have gone
in every divection, snd the officers of other cities
have been motified of wll important faots.

he had been to Germany, sod that bhe bad re
tutned to the country in consequence ol not
being able to gev emplovment, As he was out
ol money, he oifered to work for his bourd if he
wore token in,  He wns engaged at ton dollare
o month, which sum he ¥as to recelve uatil
times were better, Bhe saye that her daughter
had & blrek leather truvelling bag with her,
which contained some dresses and other clothing;
also, scversl toye, which she had par
ohinsed for the childrin, The bae and contents,
except the toys, are missing, They were found
in the eradle. Mrs, Dolan also says that her
danghter had two or thres finger rings, and n
hundred and tweoly dollare—two fity-dollar
bille and & twenty<dollar bill, The riogs and
money were carried off, She has wlso received
intormation that her daughter did not accom-
pany Mr, Décrine 1o the house on Saturdny—
thnt he missed herin the city, sud that she weut
to the farm alone, probably reaching It 4 short
ttme before he did,

The name of the German hae not been ascer-
talned to a certainty, Some said that they
always heard him called Antony. A recapt
wae tound among the papers ol Mr. Decring
}wuriu_;: his supposed name, It rends ns tol-
OwWE:—

Pumuapunrnra, 11th March, 1860, —Recelved of
. Deering one week’s wages in full up to thie
date. Tisoray ALMox.

It is quite evident that this receipt was never
written by 6 German.  As to the present where.
abou's ot this wan we are unable to conjecture.
As lar as & known he was not seen about the
place later than Friday.

We have sscertained other facts as to the
whereabouts of Mr. Deeriag on  Sutorday
morning, the day he was last seen. Detective
Tryvou visited the Wharton market, on Moya-
mensing avenne, yesterday, to find out the
person from whom Mr, Deering purchased hie
meat. This wus soon ascertamed Lo be a Mrs.
Greenwlll, who, upon being questioned,
stated thal M1, Deering came to her stall on
Saturday morning, and bought six pounds of
beel at fiiteen conts por pound; that while
she was aftending to him, he pulled out a
n|‘:lemlid gold wateh and chain; after looking
at It he said it was about 9 o'clock, and he
had to stop st My, Mitchel)'s, and then be at the
steamboat landing by eleven to meet his cousin
who was coming down from Burlington. She
did not see him afterwards, This lady seerned
quite certain about his having a gold watoh and
chain with him. These articles were not tound
upon his body nor inthe house, Mr, Mitchell
corroborates the evidence us to Mr, Deering
having stopped at his house on Saturday morn-
iig. No one has yet been found who saw him
alter he left Mr, Mitchell., In regard to the
muddy shoes found in the house, they belonged
to Mr, Deering instead of the German, us was at
first supposed.  Several persons 10 whom they
were shown, at onee saild they were “Chrlssy’s
clogs.”

THE BODIES OF THE VIOTIMS,

After the examination of the bodies, they were
removed to Mr. Gartland's place, on Barker
street, above Sixteenth, who has been selected
us the undertaker by the relutives of tne de-
censed. The body of the boy. Corneliui, was
also removed to the same place. We did not
learn what arrangements had been made in
reference Lo the funeral,

FIRK AT THE UNDERTAKER'S,

Abhout 8 o'elock last eveuning & gasmeler ex-
ploded on the irst floor of the bullding in which
the bodies bad been placed. The coffing con-
taining their remuaing were upon the second
floor, Fortunately the fire was discoversd, and
extinguished before it eained sny hend vay.
Had no person been about at the time the baild-
ing would have been destroyed, and the bodies
have shared the same fate.

A CVRRENT STORY.

We learned yestorday that a man nppeaved on
Pussyuuk road, near the County Prison, on San-
day morning, and desired to be direcied Lo the
Reading Rallroad depof. He was s forelgncr,
und could scarcely #peak English. Since the de-
velopments of the massacre, those ol whom he
inquired recollect to have seen stains on his
clothing, which they now believe was blood.

Adtor the identification by Mrs. Dolan he ac
knowledged to the officer that he had nlled the
boy. He was then placed In s earrigge, and, in
charge of Chief Ruggles and Officer Patton, was
driven to the station at Filth and Chesnut
srreets,

At the examination this morning he stated
that he had killed the boy at 12 o'clock on Sat-
urday, by chopping bim with n new axe, while
they were on the way to the haystack. He
states Lhat he stald at Front and Brown streets
on Wednesday night, ond at Front and Moore
streets on Bunday night, at & lager beer saloon,
On Friday Deering, the mur mun, paid
Antolne $8 as wages, He then came to the city
and bought two shirts, sand sold them yesterday
to a man at o lager beer saloon kept by Mr,
Myer, at Front and Callawhill streots, who drank
two glasses of beer with him. Antoine Intenaed
to stay in West Phbiladelphia unul this morm
about 8 o'clook, where he had a preconcerl
engogement 1o meet u friend, The thumb of the
right hand is entirely wanting, and has appa-
rently been cut olf for some time, us it is en-
tizely healed.

Antoine Is upparently abouttwenty-three years
of nge, about five feet four or fAve inches in

The Examination Hefore the Mayor.

About a quarter to 11 o'clock this morning
the Chiel of Police, accompanied by one or two
oifivers, proceeded to the eell of the murderer,
Just after he had been privately engaged with
the Coroner, and requested him to accompany
him. Ganther rose from the beach, and with
an oflicer on each side of him, and closely fol.
lowed by the Chief of Police, he was escorted
through the cellar of the station up a back,
pair of stairs, und from thence up lnto the
Mayor's office. A number of representatives of
the press, members of Couneils, und other privi-
legod characters followed closely on the heels
of Ganther, and pressed around him, anxions to
ret a glance at his personal appearence. which
has been (ully deseribed in another part of this
nerrative,

Entering the large room which adining the
Mayor's private oflice, the figure of the mur-
derer broke on the view of the surprised Police
Lieutenants, who were all seated around waiting
to make & retarn of their morning reports to
the Chief of Police. At once each Lieutensnt
roee to hls feet, and in a few seconds the pri.
foner was surrounded by a cordon of police
officinls, The prisoner was the subject of some
comments at the hands of &« number of the Po-
lice Lieutenants,

They pazed earnestly at him, and Ganther
glanced furtively at the fashing eyes which
were riveted upon him, After standing & few
minites until an officer went into the Mayor's
privite oflice to pave the way for a privats mter.
view, Ganther was marched neross the room
and though the door leadivg into the Mayor's
private office,

The Muyor aud the prisoner had a private
interview for & few mowments, when the reporter
ol Tae TeLeGrary, nnd a very lew other Indivi
duals, were permitted to enter,

Our reporter on entering found the prisoner
¢eated ou a chair at & large gequare table, and at
the other ride of the table sat his Honor, Mayor
McMichuael—the Mayor and prisoner sitting ois-
-vis, The Chiel’ of Police, Mayor's clerk, the
President of Common Council, n few members
of Councils, two or three prominent city officials,
and the reporter for Tag TrueGrarn stood
around the table in quiet groops, bending their
eirs to catch every word that was said.

The prisoner was perfectly cool and collacted,
and doring the lenglhy cross-cxamination he
went through, at the hands of the Mayor, ex-
bibited the greatest self-possession. Heanswered
every questiop in the mosl unreservel manner,
and stated at one time that he had nothing
whatever to conceal.

At one time, when the Mayor put a question
to him regarding his family, toe prisoner
Lecame melancholy, and slightly agitated, His
face colored, and his eyes were moistened with
tears, but they quickly passed away, and he
resnmad his manner ol stolld wndiference.

It was the snbject of general notloe that
during the rigid examination at the hands of the
Mayor, the prisouer did not contradiet himself
lu & sinele instance. He spoke broken English
with tolerable distinctness, but occeasionally
when in doubt as to the meaning ol & question
put by the Mayor, the servicss of Mr, George
Mock, the Mayor's private Messenger, was
brought into requisition, who ncted ns Inter
preter,

The manner of the prisoner would Indicale
that he was stricken with remorse; for when
questioned as to whether he did not fear being
arrested while loitering about the ecity, he
sald:—''He did not care, as he knew it would
be all right when he was eaught.”

The Mayor's system of questioning the pri.
soner was admirable, and eminently calculated
to draw forth correct answors, He callod the
prisomer by hig Christlan name, “Antolne," and
put lesding questions in u kand snd quiet man-
ner.

How the Murder was Committed,
The private examinatiop before cthe Mayor
| elloited the fact that the murder was committed
ip the following manner:—

On Friday last, Ganther's scoomplice ln the
terrible tragedy came over to Mr. Deering's,
and propoied to Ganther that they should
murder the family snd rob the house.
Ganther consented (o the plan proposed by his
uccomplice, and it was arranged that Gansher

axe and their throate cul.  As fast a8 one was
dealt with in this manner its body was thrown
into the corn-orib, snd the process continued
until the whole family were disposzed of.

While the accomplior was thus engnged,
Ganiher proceeded to murder the boy Corneliue,
He overtook him st the haystack, and strack
hiim on the back of the head with an axe, afvor
which he our mis throat, and then hid the boay
under the hay.

The tlendish plot belog accomplished, the two
murderers proceeded to the house and lay in
wauil for Mr, Deering and Mre, Elizabeth Dolan.
They arrived home nbout 12 o'clock, and s
goon ae Mr. Deering had deposited his carrlage
in the wagon-house, the accomplice (aocord-
g to Ganther's sialement) sitacked fthem
both, knocking them in the head and
cutting their throats, Afler wnieh, the
bodies were carmed to the barn and placed
where they were discovered, The precionsspals
then proceeded to the house, and after collecting
tugcl.lwﬁ ull the valunbles they could gather,
deliberafely sat down and ent their Jdinner.
